SWAPPING GIFTS 


WIDE WIDE WORLD 


Do not be distressed overmuch by 
news of evil. This is a wide, wide 
world. It contains much that is bad, 
but more that fs good. Righteous 
ness is slowly, but surely, triumphing 
over sin. If you do not believe that, 
or merely have not realized it, turn 
for a moment to contemplation of hap 
pier things. Turn your tired eyes 
from the day’s record of evil to the 
day’s golden roll of honor. There is 
more of good news thiin of bad news 
today, every day. There is more to 
see on the sunny side, and it is more 
worth seeing. There are only two 
reasons for gazing at ugly things; 
either that we may more fully know 
evil when we meet, even in gilded 
robes; or that we may grapple with it 
and blot it out. Broad highroads of 
honor lead to every worthy goal of 
life. The mud roads are in: the low¬ 
lands, leading only to dissolution and 
corruption. If we travel the mud 
road it is at our own volition. Sin is 
not the harvest of life. It is the chaff 
threshed from the wholesome grain 
and will be swept from the threshing 
floor. Why look upon the chaff when 
the grain is there? If some days.the 
volume of chaff seems greater than 
others, know that the threshing has 
been more thorough. This is a wide, 
wide world, and full of sweetness for 
those who would find it. 


Eastern papers report that after 
Christmas there was much exchange 
business done. One man brought to a 
cigar store forty dollars worth of ci¬ 
gars which he had got as Christmas 
presents and had them exchanged for 
cigarettes. Articles such as under¬ 
wear were brought in and exchanged 
for something else that the bearer 
needed,- or wanted, more. There is 
nothing said about the exchange of 
ties, slippers, etc. A k°o<l deal of 
trouble could be saved by notifying 
your friends whom you expect to 
send Christmas presents just what 
sort would suit you best. Less than 
twelve months before Christmas. Do 
your shopping early. 


In legal parlance there is a term 
“caveat emptor” which means “let the 
buyer beware.” And that does not 
single out any class of buyers. There 
are people in this community who 
buy everything at home and from 
home-town merchants. And there are 
merchants who buy their advertising 
from the newspapers and other med¬ 
iums of their own community. And 
then again there are people in this 
community who buy very little at 
home, thoughtlessly spending their 
money out of town where it is lost to 
the community. Those who buy at 
home benefit the community by keep¬ 
ing their money at home and reap the 
additional rewards of buying from 
business enterprises that depend, for 
their very existence, upon their repu¬ 
tation for fair dealing. The home 
town merchant gives his patrons and 
his community the fruits of his indus¬ 
try and his community’s patronage. 
The same principle, which urges peo¬ 
ple to patronize the local merchant 
who has his money invested where it 
serves them most, should urge the 
merchant to advertise in the newspa¬ 
pers of this community. This paper 
boosts the home town, and its people 
institutions and business. It is a fix¬ 
ture, with a heavy investment and de¬ 
pendent, for its existence as a boost¬ 
er, upon the patronage of the com 
munity. Merchants advertise in news 
papers to increase their business. 
Consumers read newspaper advertise¬ 
ments that they may buy with the 
least expense of time and effort and 
most advantageously both in respect 
to price and quality. Both advertiser 
and buyer forget that this advertising 
makes possible the newspaper that 
brings them the news of the day and 
provides one of the chief stimulants 
to community growth and betterment 
Just now, at the beginning of a new 
year, is a good time for all to get 
righjt on this proposition. 


THE HOPE OF AGRICULTURE 


President Coolidge.—No complica¬ 
ted scheme of relief, no plan of gov¬ 
ernment fixing prices, no resort to 
the public treasury will be of any per¬ 
manent value in establishing agricul¬ 
ture. Simple and direct methods put 
into operation by the farmer himself 
are the only sources of restoration. 
His customer with whom he exchan¬ 
ges his product of the farm is or¬ 
ganized; labor is organized; business 
is organized; and there is no way for 
agriculture to meet this unless it too 
is organized. Co-operative marketing 
is the only road to a prosperous and 
profitable agriculture. It is a princi¬ 
ple that must be introduced at the 
base of our agriculture establishment.

CATTLE INDUSTRY 

From Pen of Senator D.E. Riley oil 
Producers’ Viewpoint 
Nor’ West Farmer Features Article 


The Right Way

We notice that the December num¬ 
ber of the Nor’ West Farmer, the 
pioneer Farmer's Journal of Western 
Canada, carries as its leading article 
one from the pen of Senator D. E. 
Riley, High River. It is illustrated 
with fine cuts of the Riley ranch. The 
title of the article is “A Producer’s 
Viewpoint.” It deals with the cattle 
industry as viewed from the produc¬ 
er’s angle, and is full of interest for 
cattlemen and farmers. To a great 
extent it covers the ground as treated 
by Senator Riley in an address given 
by him last year in Winnipeg before 
the Western Canada Livestock Union, 
which was printed at that time in our 
paper. But we take the liberty of us^ 
ing the latter part of his article, 
which deals with developments in the 
cattle market since that time:, 

“Since the foregoing was written, 
now almost a year ago, prices of beef 
cattle have advanced so materially, 
that today, the raising of commercial 
cattle was never on a more profitable 
basis. 

“A shortage' of beef cattle, as 
measured by demand, carried values 
upward in the most natural way. The 
world-old inexorable law of supply 
and demand js functioning as it al¬ 
ways has done. And while we are 
considering this point we must bear 
in mind that it was conditions, not in 
Canada, but in the United States, that 
Jed to the upward trend of prices. 

“Just as the price of our immense 
wheat crop is set, not here, but in 
Liverpool, so the price of our beef 
is set in Chicago. It is true that our 
cattle are penalized in that market, 
but, in spite of this penalty, Ameri¬ 
can buyers have for two years, been 
scouring Western Canada Yor cattle 
of all kinds, and have paid the penal¬ 
ty themselves, which is ultimately 
passed on to the consumer. How 
such a regulation can be a benefit to 
the American people is a mystery to 
me. , However, it is their own busi¬ 
ness. In the meantime, the cattle¬ 
men of Western Canada appreciate 
more fully than they ever did, that 
the natural buyer for our cattle is our 
neighbor to the south. 

With a shortage of cattle, and the 
fact that takes several years to in¬ 
crease the cattle production and that 
the population of the country that 
sets the price is increasing faster 
than the cattle population it would 
seem that to those ofN/who have 
survived the seven lean years, that 
the next seven hold a promise of a 
share in the general prosperity of a 
is confidently looked for.” 


OUR RUSSIAN TRADE 

J. J. Bowlen, Prominent Horseman 
Deplores Breach with Russia at 
Present Juncture 


In connection with the resolution 
from Battle* River U.F.A. constituen¬ 
cy, which deplores the breach of oul 
relationships with Russia, Mr. J. J 
Bowlen,.prominent horseman of Cal¬ 
gary, says in part: “The horse in¬ 
dustry- has been in a very depressed 
state for many years. In 1927 the 
Russian Government purchased up¬ 
wards of 3000 horses, nearly all of 
them in Alberta. The- consequence 
has been a much better feeling to¬ 
ward horses than for many years and 
a better market. Now Canada broke 
off relations with Russia, just when 
we were arranging large shipments 
to that country, and in consequence 
we had great difficulty in closing the 
deal. True, we did complete the deal, 
but there is nothing certain about the 
future, and we may be in serious 
danger of losing a valuable market. 
Mr. Hoadley, Mr. Motherwell and oth 
ers worked hard for us in connection 
with the Russian contract. I hope 
that Ottawa will take early steps to 
assure us of other contracts, by re¬ 
opening our relaionships with Russia. 
Surely the time has come when we 
should not he dependent for our 
trade relations upon the action of 
some Minister of the British Cabinet. 
I feel that in dealing with this mat¬ 
ter, at the U. F. A. convention, we 
should be guided by the principle 
“Canada First.” 


TOPPING LIST IN FOXES 


For the first time at any interna¬ 
tional fox show the Province of Al¬ 
berta carried off the grand champion¬ 
ship—at the British Columbia Inter¬ 
national Fox Show at Vancouver. 
That honor was won by the Montgom¬ 
ery Brothers Sixer Fox Co. of Wetas- 
kiwin, which captured the greatest 
number of prizes and trophies in the 
open classes, including seven firsts, 
three seconds, and two thirds as well 
as the grand championship fox of the, 
show, the championship adult male, 
the championship female pup, the re¬ 
serve championship male and female 
pups, the reserve championship adult 
female and first prize for the best 
matched pair.

FIRE PREVENTION XXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXXX: 


Essay Written by Gertrude Roebuck 
Vulcan School Girl on Subject of 
Fire Protection 


Following is the first prize essay, 
written by Miss Gertrude Roebuck, 
and winner in the annual competition 
held at : the Vulcan High School in 
connection with the national “Fire 
Prevention Week.” A perusual of 
the essay will have value as a con¬ 
tribution to the propaganda promot¬ 
ed by the Canadian authorities. 

The Canadian fire losses have 
greatly decreased in the past six 
years. The loss by fire in 1922 was 
fifty-four million, three hundred and 
ninty thousand dollars ($54,390,000). 
In 1923 the loss by fire was forty- 
eight million, two hundred and eighty 
two thousand dollars ( 48 , 282 , 000 ). In 
1924 the loss by fire was- forty-five 
million, nine hundred and six thous¬ 
and dollars (45,906,000). Tn 1925 the 
loss by fire was forty million, seven 
hundred and twenty-nine thousand 
dollars (40,929,000) and in 1926 the 
loss was thirty-eight million, three 
hundred and five thousand dollars, 
dollars (38,395,000). 

Although in the past six years the 
decrease in loss has been over twen¬ 
ty-two million dollars ($22,000,000), 
we also see that the Canadian people 
must co-operate; and by different 
means or methods try to make the 
people Of- Canada realize the great 
yearly loss. In this way the loss by 
fiiT will become so greatly decreased 
th^t it will be a great advantage ‘o 
the\ives and property of our people. 

In\l926, two hundred and eighty- 
eight V 288) lives were destroyed by 
fire. One hundred and twenty-three 
of these wePs, children. The cause of 
about seventy^fiye percent of these 
fire was caused 'bx carelessness or 
negligence. The foltb^dng fire pre¬ 
ventions should be taken Sri to consid¬ 
eration and tried to. he used in the 
homes of our Canadian people: 

When constructing a house several 
important things must be taken into 
consideration. First, the material it 
is being built from. The best kind of 
materials are stucco, brick, cement, 
marble or tile. In building the house, 
the cost of the house should also be 
considered. By this 1 mean not to 
build at the lowest possible cost be¬ 
cause it may be built too poorly. De¬ 
fections will cause it to be set on firo 
The inside walls and ceilings should 
be of plaster as it will not readily 
burn like wood. 

The next thing to look after is the 
stove, furnace, chimneys and stove 
pipes. 

When leaving the place care should 
be taken to see. that no dampers 
should be left wide open. If there is 
a high wind the result is a.-fire. Also 
when leaving the place the stove 
should not be filled with coal or rub¬ 
bish. The place becomes overheated: 
and the result is fire. 

The chimney should he built of 
brick and so that there will be no de¬ 
fection in the chimney. In low bun¬ 
galows or farm houses a roof check 
is used. The roof check becomes rust 
ed and breaks and sparks fly onto 
the roof resulting in fire. 

The stove pipes should not be just 
placed through a hole and surround¬ 
ed by wood or paper because if wood 
becomes too hot, fire is the' result. 

The stove must be raised from the 
floor to allow a complete circulation 
of air. Furnaces should also not be 
allowed to become overheated. A 
common' occurrence in the home when 
the water container becomes empty is 
to pour cold water into it. It breaks 
and bursts into flame, resulting in the 
loss of the owner’s life and proper¬ 
ty. Wastepaper and shells should 
not be allowed to fall through a regis 
ter onto the furnace or a fire may be 
started. To prevent this a screen 
should be placed under the register. 

The stove pipes should be cleaned 
cut regularly because if not the soot 
may become red hot setting the chim 
ney on fire. 

The next important thing is the 
wiring of the house. The wires 
should be soldered and wrapped with 
rubber tape. The fuse boxes and 
switches should also be insulated by 
asbestos. If the wiring is defective, 
the result will be fire. 

The next important thing is the hot 
ashes. Hot ashes should never be 
placed near the backyard fence. They 
should he placed in a metal container. 
When taking ashes out they should 
never be set on a rug because it may 
hurst into flames. The soot on be¬ 
ing taken from the oven should never 
be placed on paper because it may 
cause a fire. Papers should never be 
placed on the top of tfie warming ov¬ 
en of a stove as it may cause a fire. 
In the winter time it is a common oe» 
currence, especially in the countrj 
farm houses, to place children’s mit¬ 
tens on the warming oven. They 
come in contact with the stove pipes 
and may burst into flame. 

Rubbish should never be placed in 
an attic or cellars. It should be tak¬ 
en out and burnt. Never make a bon¬ 
fire of it but burn it in a metal con¬ 
tainer because the sparks may fly 
about and set other things on fire. 

Especially on the farm the sparks 
may hit dry grass, straw, or grain 
and may start a very bad five. 

The next important thing is to 
place matches out of the reach of 
children or mice and do not place them 
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on top of the stove: They should he 
placed in a metal container where no 
children or mice may get at them. 
They should never he left near the 
window because if the pane becomes 
too hot it will set the matches on fire. 
One precaution has been taken 
against this, especially in the restaur 
ants in the. city. The match cannot 
be lighted except when struck on 
special match boxes or pane glass. 

Lamps of any kind should never be 
placed near an open window. . The 
curtains may he blown. onto it and 
hurst into flame. Close-fitting lamp 
shades should never he placed on a 
lamp unless it is something which 
will not (burn. Children should nev¬ 
er be allowed to play with lamps. A 
gas lamp should never he* hung over 
stove or furnace and not near papers 
of any kind. 

Smokers should , be cautioned 
against the throwing away of lights! 
matches, cigars and cigarette stubs 
and hot pipe ashes. They may he 
thrown onto the ground and start 
fires. They may accidentally drop in 
to coal oil, grease or gasoline and 
start great fires. Caution mu*-t he 
taken about smokers in garages, fac¬ 
tories or threshing outfits. Lighted 
matches should never he thrown into 
coal scuttle because it may cause a 
fire. 

Over 60% of lives are lost by gaso¬ 
line or coal oil therefore we must be 
very careful not to use it. When

because friction may. cause an explos 
ion of the gas. Fires of any kiqd 
should never be replenished by these 
explosives. A favorite occurrence is 
of a man taking a match to see Tiow 
much oil or gas he has in his ear. A 
violent explosion takes piacp and le- 
sults in a loss of the life of the man 
and also his property. 

Oily rags should never be placed in 
a corner because they may ignite and 
cause a fire. Therefor- place them 
in a metal container. Manj of these 
are placed on the ends o: stoves and 
in cars and they ignite ami cause a 
great deal of damage. 

There are several other smaller 
points which may be regardeJ as 
items but when they cause a fire we 
see they are very important. 

Fires are made of straw to thaw 
out frozen pumps in the winter. 
Sometimes the fire causes the loss of 
many articles around the pump. 

The stoves in the hunk cars on 
threshing rigs should be carefully 
looked after. They should be raised 
off the floor and should not be placed 
near wood, blankets or straw, etc. 
This is indeed, the Cause of many fall 
fires 

On washday the boiler is placed on 
the stove and when it boils over the 
fire is driven up the pipe or out of 
the dampers in the side. The fire may 
set the house aflagie. 

When setting fire to straw stacks 
be sure to have a fire guard so that 
the fire cannot set anything else 
afire. Also we shall be careful to 
have a fire guard around stubble 
fields when burning stubble. 

Steam cars should not be allowed 
to become overheated because they 
may burst into flame. 

Backyard alleys should not be lit¬ 
tered with rubbish because the rub¬ 
bish might ignite and set things afire. 

Bundles should not he damp when 
being stacked because they become 
heated and set fire to the property 
around. Oats and wheat should also 
not be allowed to heat because they 
may cause a fire. 

Candles should not be put on 
Christmas tree because they may 
light parcels /ruhi tree. Electric 
ights should be used. 

Camp stoves must be very careful¬ 
ly lighted or they will burst intoH 
flames. 

Bottles or glass should not be left 
on forest trails because the glass on 
becoming too hot will cause a forest 
fire. Camp fires should be thoroughly 
extipguished or a forest fire is the re¬ 
sult. 

Care must be taken when weeds are 
set afire by the roadside. If fire gets 


will be done. 

Sparks from - smoke stacks will 
cause a fire near stations and if light¬ 
ing in grass cause a prairie fire. 

Wine or liquor when poured on' 
Xmas.pudding burst into flame and 
sometimes carise fires. 

No smoking or any fire should he 
around oil wells unless in a metal 
container. 

Fires in blacksmith shops throw 
out sparks sometimes causing fires. 

Trucks when, backed up against 
straw piles, the exhaust from the ex¬ 
haust pipe may set stack on fire and 
burn up truck. 

Screens must be put on steam en¬ 
gine smoke-stacks to keep the sparks 
from setting fire to the stubble. 

People should be very careful in 
the spring when setting the grass 
afire in their front yards. 

Spark arresters should be placed 
before a firy place to keep the sparks 
from blowing out onto the objects 
around it. If a spark arrester is not 
placed before the fire-place a great 
fire may bo the result. 

Lightning rods should be placed on 
buildings to prevent fire. Houses 
should not be placed close together 
so that fire will jump from one build¬ 
ing to another. 

Fire extinguishers, exits, etc. 
should be placed in theatres, dance 
halls, etc. 

Chemicals should be very carefully 
handled so that no fire mav be caus¬ 
ed.^

A few tons of 700” per 
pound and 650” per pound twine was 
manufactured by the company from 
Manitoba hemp this summer and 
about 5 tons distributed in 50 lbv and 
100 lb. lots among Manitoba farmers 
so as to test it out as widely as pos¬ 
sible.

Canadian National Railway hotels 
in Manitoba will not avail themselves 
of the right to operate beer parlors as 
proposed by the new liquor legisla¬ 
tion of the province. 

About 12,000 head of Alberta beef 
were shipped south of the line, during 
the last five months. These include 
stockers, feeders and butcher cattle. 
In 1923, only 1933 head of cattle 
crossed the line from this province. 

Alberta stands third among the 
provinces of Canada in value of clay 
products manufactured in 1926, ac¬ 
cording to the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. Ontario’s production was 
valued at $5,356,469 or 51.7 per cent, 
of the totijl. Quebec’s totalled $2,- 
702,298 and Alberta’.- $801,933. 

The Provincial Government has 
embarked on a policy of free govern¬ 
ment assistance and equipment for 
rabbit drives round Taber. Twenty 
cents each is being paid for rabbits, 
and the ntoney received is being dis¬ 
tributed as a community- fund. In 
■ two. recent drives 1000 rabbits were 
captured. 

Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh has 
been “the most expensive hero the 
American public ever had,’’ Ray Hall, 
direetpr of the Pathe news reel ser¬ 
vice, says. He estimated that Col¬ 
onel Lindbergh’s aerial exploits since 
he hopped off for Paris have cost the 
photograph and news gathering asso¬ 
ciations $5,000,000. 

The department pf agriculture has 
been receiving inquiries during this 
last week from an importing firm in 
Kobe, Japdn, for quotations on ship¬ 
ments of large quantities of Alberta 
wooj. tribute is paid to the high 
quality of wool from Western Cana¬ 
da, and the hope is expressed that 
this product may be used in furnish¬ 
ing large contracts for the Japanese 
government. 

The Red River jig is being preserv¬ 
ed for posterity, ky^reparation for 
the Old Timers’ gathering in‘Calgary 
several smart-stepping old timers of 
that city, are teaching all the intrica¬ 
cies of the jig to Mrs. McDonaid of 
the Dancing Academy, who, in turn, is 
giving lessons to the nimble-footed 
native sons and daughters. It is ex¬ 
pected that the spirited rendering of 
this old time “breath-buster,” in ap¬ 
propriate costume, will be quite a fea 
ture of the gathering. 

Alberta crude oil production for 
1927 will exceed that of 1926 by 100- 
000 barrels, according to an estimate 
given in the Oil and Gas Journal of 
Tulsa, Okla. It is stated that ih 1926 
the Alberta production amountd to 
217,088 barrels, approximately 60 per 
cent, of the entire Canadian produc¬ 
tion, which was 364,603 barrels. The 
Turner Valley output for the year 
ending October 31st, 1927, is estimat¬ 
ed at a little more than 300,000 bar¬ 
rels.
